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The 
Next 
Towns 


By Rev. HM. P. Cross 


Text: Mark 1:38, “Let us go into the 
next towns, that I may preach there al- 


so.” 


We so often refer to the words of our 
Lord that were spoken after His cruci- 
fixion and resurrection, just before His 
ascension, as recorded in Mark 16:15 
where He said, “‘Go ye into all the world, 
and preach the gospel to every creature.” 
But our blessed Savior did not wait until 
the last moments of His sojourn on the 
earth to think of and plan to get this 
glorious truth to all the world. We find 
in our text (and the context) that in the 
early part of His ministry He not only 
made plans for His disciples to go and 
tell the glad tidings, but, in the midst of 
praise and honor, at a time when not on- 
ly “all the city was gathered together at 
the door” of the place where He held 
His services, but His fame had spread 
abroad until apparently the people had 
flocked in from all the surrounding vil- 
lages and territory insomuch that His 
disciples said to him, “ALL MEN SEEK 
FOR THEE,” He quietly said, “Let us 
go into the next towns, that I may 
preach there also.” 


Thus we find that just at the time 
when it looked as if He were going to 
win the whole country for God and the 
right, and His hardships were going to 
turn into a life of comfort, ease and 
popularity; at the time when if it had 
been some of us we may have said, “This 
is the very place where the Lord wants 
me and I am going to stay right here”; 
right in the midst of honor and praise 
and, no doubt, clamoring among the 
masses for Him to make that His home 
and take it easy, our blessed Christ and 
Lord slipped away to commune with His 
Father. And immediately after this good 
prayer alone with God, with the clamor 
and rush of life and the influence of the 
multitudes all shut out so that He could 
hear His Father speak, we hear Him say, 
“Let us go into the next towns, that I 
may preach there also.” 
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I fear that sometimes the members and 
friends of the Church of God make it 
hard for some of our ministers to hear 
the voice of the Lord when they make 
such strong pulls for the man they want. 
Sometimes we hear them say, ““We are not 
going to consider letting Brother So and 
So go for four or five years yet. We just 
can’t do without him. We are going to 
keep him right here.” I trust that none 
of us will let the voice of the people 
drown out the voice of God, or get set- 
tled down in a comfortable place and be- 
come so engrossed in our work until we 
will lose interest in the rest of the 
world. Any time that a minister gets 
“steadfast and unmovable” it is because 
he has lost the spirit of Christ and the 
world-wide vision that Christ tried to in- 
still into His followers. 

I trust that before this Assembly year 
ends, every minister and every local 
church throughout the Church of God 
will get a heavy burden and a deep de- 
sire to “go into the next towns” and 
“preach there also.” Pastor, church, could 
you, by making a real sacrifice, sponsor 
a real revival campaign in a village, town 
or city where we do not have a church? 
Ministers, have we communed with the 
Father concerning whether He may want 
us to give up that good place and go over 
into “the next towns” and build up or 
strengthen a smaller work that is need- 
ing our help? Are we willing to go to 
the “hard” places or the new fields? I 
can almost hear scores of answers right 
from the hearts of blood-bought, conse- 
crated ministers of God as they tell God, 
not me, “Yes, Lord, I am willing to go 
anywhere if you will go with me.” 

It was not that our Lord was without 
a place to preach, or that His congrega- 
tion was getting smaller or that they 
were divided as to whether He should 
stay on with them that caused Him to 
pray until He got the mind of the Father 
to move on to another place. No! Right 
in the midst of the popular demand of the 
community for His preaching; right at 
the time when He was the most sought 
person that we have any record of in that 
part of the country, He could feel the 
need of a talk with His Father, and He 
slipped away real early in the morning, 
long, long before it was daylight, and 
prayed through. Apparently He was 
afraid to follow the line of least resist- 
ance, and that is a dangerous thing for 
any of us to do today. 

Our greatest danger today, in my 
opinion, is not when we are in a great 
financial strait or when it looks as if 
every avenue of escape is cut off, but 
when we have a chance to sail (or float) 
easily and leisurely along and accept the 
flattery and applause as we follow the 
lines of least resistance. We are in a 
“race,” a “fight;” we are “wrestling,” 
and we can not win in our own strength 





or by leaning to our own understanding. 

Our commission is to preach this glori- 
ous gospel to all the world and to every 
creature. I trust that each of us will be 
able to get away from che hurry-flurry 
of our present surroundings long enough 
to hear the voice of God when He calls 
to us about “the next towns.” 


O Church of God, let’s awaken as 
never before to the need of “the next 
towns!” O South Carolina, let’s take ad- 
vantage of every opportunity and do our 
best to have a harvest of souls from a 
hundred new cities, towns and villages 
this year. I believe with all my heart that 
we could have twenty good new churches 
from South Carolina alone to report at 
the next Assembly, if all of us would 
catch the fire and spirit of the Master 
and be willing to consecrate our time, 
talent and resources for this great cause. 
Can you hear the faint but earnest call, 
“Come over into Macedonia and help 
us”? “LET US GO INTO THE NEXT 
TOWNS (and) PREACH THERE AL- 
so.”

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Weekly Question Box 








Question: In what place does the Bi- 
ble speak of Paul being caught up into 
heaven? At what place was Paul when 
he was caught up, and at what time? Al- 
so please tell me if the garden of Eden 
exists in the world today and, if so, where 
is it located?—Miss E. M. G. 

Answer: The statement that Paul was 
caught up into heaven is taken from his 
own words in 2 Cor. 12:2-4, “I knew a 
man in Christ above fourteen years ago, 
(whether in the body, I cannot tell; or 
whether out of the body, I cannot tell: 
God knoweth;) such an one caught up 
to the third heaven. And I knew such a 
man, (whether in the body, or out of the 
body, I cannot tell: God knoweth;) how 
that he was caught up into paradise, and 
heard unspeakable words which it is not 
lawful for a man to utter.” While the 
apostle Paul does not say that this man 
was he, it stands to reason that he was 
talking of himself, as modesty on the part 
of speakers causes them to refer to them- 
selves without calling any name. The 
apostle John did that when he referred to 
himself as “that disciple whom Jesus 
loved.” 

The place and time of Paul’s being 
caught up into heaven was probably at 
Lystra, in Asia Minor, on his first mis- 
sionary journey. Acts 14:19, 20, “And 
there came thither certain Jews from An- 
tioch and Iconium, who persuaded the 
people, and, having stoned Paul, drew 
him out of the city, supposing he had been 
dead. Howbeit, as the disciples stood 
round about him, he rose up, and came 
into the city: and the next day he de- 
parted with Barnabas to Derbe.” It is 
easy to believe that it was on this occa- 
sion that Paul’s spirit, while being absent 
from the body, made this visit; or that 
while he was thus unconscious of things 
in the world, in a trance he visited the 
third heaven. These scriptures furnish us 
with all the evidence that we have on 
which to base the claim. 

In the term ‘“‘garden of Eden” the 
words “of Eden” are given to designate 
the place of the garden. According to 
Gen. 2:8 the Lord planted a garden east- 
ward in Eden and there placed the man 
whom He had formed. The word “Eden” 
means delight which leaves the impression 
that the garden was planted in very pleas- 
ant surroundings. The exact location of 
Eden has always been a matter of con- 
jecture. Its location was “eastward” from 
the writer of the sacred account and was 
probably somewhere along the course of 
the river Tigris and Euphrates and in the 
land of Shinar or Babylon. It was evi- 
dently a most fertile locality, a region 
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where streams abound, where they divide 
and reunite. This phenomenon of a single 
river parting into four arms each seems 
to be found alone in the Mesopotamian 
tract. 

Question: Something I do not under- 
stand is that about a Bible School. I know 
the Word says God will set teachers in 
the Church, and it also says He will set 
prophets in the Church. Now if those 
teachers are to be put in some special 
school building, just where would one 
find chapter and verse? Will you please 
tell me what school Peter, James, and 
John attended in order to learn the Word 
of God?—W. W. T. 


Answer: The word “‘school” seems to 
appear only one time in the Bible, Acts 
19:9, where Paul was disputing in the 
school of one Tyrannus; but because the 
word “school” is mentioned only once 
does not signify that they had no schools. 
On the contrary, the Bible is full of in- 
cidents referring to schools, though that 
particular word is not used. In the early 
schools of the Hebrews, not only were 
reading and writing taught but also the 
law of the Lord, for the Israelites were 
commanded to write the precepts of the 
law upon the doorposts and gates of their 
houses, Deut. 6:9; 11:20, and upon their 
passage over Jordan to write the law up- 
on great stones, Deut. 27:2-8, so as to be 
easily read by every Israelite. From 1 Sam. 
19:20 we learn that there was a company 
of prophets at Ramah, under the super- 
intendency of Samuel, whose members 
lived in a common building. The origin of 
these schools of theology is involved in 
obscurity. They seem to have been called 
into existence by Samuel. The next men- 
tion of them is in the times of Elijah and 
Elisha as “sons of the prophets,” in 1 
Kings 20:35, living in considerable num- 
bers at Gilgal, Bethel, and Jericho. See 
2 Kings 4:48; 2:3, 5, 7, 15. About one 
hundred sons of the prophets sat down 
before Elijah at meal, in Gilgal. 2 Kings 
4:38, 42, 43. The number at Jericho 
might have been as great, for fifty of 
the sons of the prophets went with Elijah 
and Elisha to the Jordan. From these pas- 
sages we feel warranted in the belief that 
the sons of the prophets lived in a com- 
mon house. About half way from the 
summit of Mt. Carmel to its base is a 
large cave which was formerly the school 
of the prophets. This may be shown the 
visitor as it was to us when we visited 
Palestine. Upon its rock-hewn walls are 
inscribed a multiplicity of Hebrew char- 
acters, which shows that it was a school. 

The name “schools of the prophets” 


expresses most fully the character of these 
unions; only we must not think of 
them as merely educational institu- 
tions in which the pupils of the prophets 
received instruction in prophesying or 
in theological studies. Prophesying could 
not be taught or communicated by in- 
struction, but was a gift of God; but 
those who felt the call of God could be 
so prepared that they could be an instru- 
ment through which God could more 
easily communicate His message to the 
people. 

It might be remembered that Jesus 
said in John 14:26, “But the Comforter, 
which is the Holy Ghost, whom the Fa- 
ther will send in my name, he shall teach 
you all things, and bring all things to 
your remembrance, whatsoever I have 
said unto you.” And so we infer that the 
Holy Ghost brings to remembrance the 
things which have been taught. Peter, 
James, and John went to school to the 
greatest of theological teachers and with 
him had a three-year course, being none 
other than Jesus Himself. He chose them 
that they might be with Him that He 
might teach them. Then it was the Holy 
Ghost being sent which was to bring to 
their remembrance things which they had 
been taught in this three-year course. 

Paul was brought up at the feet of 
Gamaliel. Evidently it was a school to 
which he was sent and Gamaliel was a 
Pharisee and a celebrated doctor of the 
law. His learning was so eminent and his 
character so revered that he is one of 
the seven who, among Jewish doctors 
only, have been honored. with the title 
of “Rabbin.” He was called “beauty of 
the law” and it is the saying of the Tal- 
mud that “since Rabbin Gamaliel died 
the glory of the law has ceased.” Paul be- 
ing taught by so notable a man, was able 
to communicate teaching to others. He 
acknowledged his love for the school, in 
taking advantage of opportunity to visit 
them and to lecture in them. According 
to Acts 19:9, Paul taught for 2 years dur- 
ing his sojourn at Ephesus in the school 
of Tyrannus. It seems that Paul taught 
every day in the lecture room, thus Paul 
would be free, for in the lecture room 
he would be more at liberty to dispense 
the doctrine which he had embraced. And 
what could I more say? Paul called for 
teachers in the Church. The Church itself 
calls for teachers, and there are none in 
better shape to teach than those who have 
been taught. It must be remembered that 
the Church was young in the days of the 
apostles and possibly had not established 
any schools of its own but at no place 
in the Bible is found scripture against in- 
stitutions of learning, providing the 
teaching is proper. 





If we would understand God’s will or 
Word we must always be willing to do 
what they say. 
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Here comes a real inspiring, encour- 
aging, faith-provoking letter from Broth- 
er J. H. Ingram, parts of which I am 
sending on to you. I feel confident that 
he had planned later to write an article 
for the paper, giving all this informa- 
tion; but since it has come to me, I feel 
that you, too, should share this good 
news: 

“Dear Brother Walker: 


“T am safe at the end of an 11,000- 
mile journey and I certainly thank you for 
your prayers. I have been zig-zagging all 
over the country getting here (Buenos 
Aires, Argentina) from Lima, Peru. It 
is a long story that I shall leave for an- 
other time. Relative to our work here, 
it is going over in a big way, far beyond 
all expectations. We have had a 25 per 
cent increase in the number of local 
churches and a big increase in members, 
and God is saving souls everywhere most. 
One prominent doctor’s wife, a police 
lieutenant, a manager of a large bank, 
and his wife were saved and baptized in 
water and are seeking the Holy Ghost. 
The bank president and his wife took 
part in a feet-washing service; whereas, 
many Pentecostal people oppose the 
practice. None here believe in it, outside 
of the Church of God. All of our eight- 
een branch churches with but one excep- 
tion belong to believers. I will go into 
exact figures to give you an idea of the 
magnitude. The old and new building 
program can be summed up in_ the 
following terms—round numbers: The 
old building site cost $14,000.00, and 
building church and parsonage, $31,000. 
The other lot bought (along side) re- 
cently cost $9,600. The contract has al- 
ready been signed for a church to be 
built at a cost of $95,000 (their dollar, 
pesos, value $4.10, or approximately four 
pesos, worth one American dollar). The 
new church will be of mason brick, tile, 
and marble, reinforced by steel girders 
and cement. It will be as nearly fireproof 
as is possible, and earthquake resisting. 
The seating capacity will probably be 
around 3,600. 

“The object of building this Argentina 
temple is to provide a suitable head- 
quarters for our work and make room 
for the souls that are turned away, since 
‘all our churches are crowded out, and 
worse still at headquarters. Everybody 
here is overjoyed with and sold on the 
Church of God. The general secretary of 
another Pentecostal movement came over 
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with his wife and joined the Church of 
God. He said that he had to obey God 
or lose out in his soul. The general secreta- 
ry of a Russian church came with a fine 
choir and a brass band to join in the 
big double-header welcoming they had 
Sunday in my honor. Our Church of God 
band struck up the international wel- 
coming song with the Russian joining 
in. Then our own choir sang a special 
number with the Russians answering 
back in their language. Brother Marco 
and I are making a round of the local

churches on off-nights, usually putting 
in eight to ten hours, visiting the sick 
and doing personal work, and getting to 
bed from one to two in the morning. 
Pretty tough on the old man (speaking 
of himself, of the old physical man), but 
God is giving us grace. 

It is awfully hot here now, with many 
heat prostrations. Old Sol has a differ- 
ent slant on us away down at the bot- 
tom of the world—February here cor- 
responds with August in Tennessee.” 

Isn’t it nice to have such a commodi- 
ous building for our headquarters in 
South America! 

Remember, Brother Ingram, we are 
praying for you. I received a card this 
week from Sister Ingram, saying that 
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she had received a letter from you, stat- 
ing that you had not heard from any of 
the folk at home in two months. I cer- 
tainly know how to sympathize with 
you, since during my recent travels I re- 
ceived no news from the office or home 
folks for the entire month of January. 
When one is traveling in foreign coun- 
tries now, under these most strenuous 
times, it is hard to make contact. 

Most certainly the work on the mission 
fields is far from being easy. Recently I 
heard of a general official of a certain 
church visiting the mission field. Upon 
his return one of the missionaries came 
with him to the home office, and there 
before the board they were discussing 
the condition in the mission fields. The 
official who had made the recent visit 
said, “Well, they don’t have it so hard 
after all. Everywhere I went we had 
boiled ham. That’s good enough for any- 
one.” The missionary, who felt it abso- 
lutely necessary to defend his brethren, 
kindly asked that he might speak. Then 
he told carefully how the missionaries 
had all got together and put in of their 
little bit and had bought a nice big ham, 
had it boiled, and served it to the official 
at this first station. Then one of the 
natives who went along, carried the lug- 
gage and the ham to the next station, 
and so on to every station while he was 
there, thus making it possible for him 
to have boiled ham everywhere he went. 

It stirs my soul when I think of the 
sacrifices that are being made to carry 
this gospel to the lost throughout all the 
world. I am so thankful for the way our 
people are responding to the call of mis- 
sions. The Mission Board had planned the 
greatest program in the history of the 
Church this year. The calls are continu- 
ally increasing. The demands are great- 
er, and God is truly laying it on the 
hearts of His people to answer these 
calls. 

While on my recent trip, I met a 
young man, intelligent, capable, thor- 
oughly consecrated to God, who prayed 
almost all night long each night for 
nearly a month. (When he became so 
tired that he couldn’t remain awake any 
longer, he would fall asleep on the floor 
of the church, then to awake with a 
continued prayer.) And God surely will 
hear such that call upon Him. Do pray 
that a real heaven-sent revival will break 
forth in that country and all over the 


world.—J. H. Walker.
